Found Without a Permit.

I,os nox, Jan. 10. The cruel persecu-
tion of the Jew continue at Moscow
and has assumed a uew. form, the
police having called in house porters to
their aid to assist them in hunting
down Jews who remain in Moscow con-

trary to the recent decree. Tbe author
itics have ottered a reward of fire
rubles to house porters for every Jew
whom a house porter denounces as liv-

ing in the house without a permit, and
in case tho police discover any Jew m
a house who has not been denounced
by the house porter they fine the por-
ter double- - the amouut of the reward
tie would have received.

1, and then back to 3, at which figure
it was quoted last week, and at that
price large quantities were contracted
for by consumers, to be delivered ttu
week. Then came the ice gorges, car-
rying away a comparatively small
amount of coal, the elevator are still
jammed and there is yet many barges
of coal ssfely moored at Cincinnati.

The dealers, however, were not to
let this opportunity tor a squeeze to
escape, and at a meeting held in this
city last night between Pittsburg and
Cincinnati coal barocs it was agreed to
raise the price of soft coal 66 cents a
ton, whicn was done today with a mer-
cury marking one degree below aero.
Some dealers who accepted contracts
last week $3 now refuse to fulfill their
obligations and oiler to refund money
paid on contracts with a bonus of 10
cents per ton. Foor people cannot buy
coal at the present price and the suf-
fering among ihe poorer cl i in-

tense. There i no prospect of a de-

crease; but on the contrary it i ex-

pected that the price will go to 17 or
i lefore the limit is reached. There

is general and bitter indignation ex-

pressed on all sides at tbe Iieariiescnes
of the coal dealers.

The thermometer ranged from
10 degrees below zsro, in the southern
portion, to 30 below in the northern
peninsula. On account ot the heavy
snow storm that prevailed for twenty-fou- r

hours previous to the drop in
temperature, country roads have been
blocked and trains much impeded.

tinations, and others were cancelled
because of their inability to get through
the btavy drifts.

CLUBBED WITH A LOADED CANE

Prompt Assistance and Effective Work

With Winchesters Save a Life.

One Man Killed.

Laramie, Wyo., Jan. 10. Ther was
a riot in the Wyoming state penitentiary
at this point at 8 o'clock: this evening.
hlx desperate characters were being
conducted from the broom shop to the
cell rooms when Tom Madden, a seven

year man, sent up from Fremont
county for giand larceny, attacked
Warden Eriggs, who was standing in
tbe doorway, and exclaimed: "We are
not going to stand here any longer."
At the tame instant another of tbe
gang named Archer, who served a term
in tbe Lincoln penitentiary under the
name of McCoy, grabbed the warden's
loaded cane and dealt him a powerful
blow on the side of the head, knocking
him prostrate. The entire six then
started to beat Lnggs, when the guard,
Stewart and Ed Marsh, a son of the
lessee of the penitentiary, appeared on
the scene with Winchesters and began
firing on the rioters. Four of them
iled to their cells, but Madden was shot
through the right side and mortally
wounded, while Archer sustained a
flesh wound in the right groin.

FAKDltlDGE WINS OCT. '
Dealing in Puts and Calls Is the Right of

Everyone.
Chicago, Jan. 10. The cases against

Ed Pardridge and others for violating
the rules of tbe board of trade by deal-

ing in puts and calls were dropped by
tbe directors of the loard today and
the rule rescinded, the board haviug
reached the conclusion that it was im-

possible of enforcement. The directors
also passed resolutions asking Presi-
dent Harrison to take no acton tend-
ing to discriminate against the Canad-
ian railroads doing business in the
United States. President Harrison
said he believed tbe completion arising
from the desire of the Dominion lines
for American traffic had a salutary ef-
fect on rates. The lines had also done
much to develop tbe far northwest.
Tbe board resolved iu the equivocal
language against any government in-

terference. This decision complete
was ordered telegraphed to Washing-
ton.

Train Robbers Pull Up a Rail and Ditch

The chamber was ca led to order by
M. Pierre Blanc, member for Savoys
and Ioyen, of tbe house. After the
usual formalities the name of M. Fl c-

oquette as a candidate for to
the presidency of the chamber, was
presented. This evoked a somewhat
unexpected aud vehement opposition,
and in the course of the speeches made
againtt M. Floqnctte, particular stress
was laid U on his own admission that
tie had used some of tbe funds of the
Panama company, not for his personal
Ik neht, but for his campaign against
llourlangism aud to secure the election
of a republ.can chamber in 1S89. The
vote that usually follows the presenta-
tion of a candidate's name, did not
take place, though M. Lanuneirro de-
manded that it le taken by r 11 call
and by ballot. M. Floquette. seeing
that the members of tho right wero de-
termined to oppose his by
every moans in their power, and know-
ing tnat without their support he could
not receive a majority, withdrew his
caudidacy.

Perler Elected.
The republican group then nominat-

ed M. Caimer Perier tor thft office. M.
Cassinnr Perier, who is a chevalier of
me Legion of Honor, was b rn m Paris
November 8, 1847. II was elected a
member of the chamber of deputies in
lTti and has been successively re-

elected; he has held several positions
in various pnnisteries; he has been
elected vice president of the chamber
three times. A votes was taken on M.
t'assimir Perier'e nomination and he
was e'ected by a majority of 205, the
vote standing" 458 to 2 jJ.

The new cabinet organized by
M. Hi hot is as follows: M.
Iiibot, premier and minister of the '

interior; M. Develle, foreign affairs; M.
Tirard, finance; M. Bourgeois, justice;
Oeu. Loizillot, war; M. liurdeau, col-
onies aud marine; M. Dupoy, instruc-
tion; M. Viger, agriculture; M. Sieg-
fried, commerce; M. Viette, public
works.

The most notable difference between
this cabinet and its predecessor is
shown by the absence of M. Defrey-cin- et

and M. Lou bet. M. Loubct's
lukewarmness as regards the investi-
gation of the Panama scandal has been
ill concealed. In fact, he has declared
in a newspaper interview that the dep-
uties had rushed into the inquiry with
reprehensible restlessness of conse-
quences.' M. Defreycinet has been
minister of war in several cabinets and
has been mentioned frequently among
the victims of the Panama investiga-
tion.

M. Kibot, while retaining the prem-
iership, has exchanged the miniftery
of foreign affairs f.r the temporarily
more important post of tho minister of
the interior. M. L)evello has aeeumed
the ministery of foreign affairs thus
vacated, relinquishing the portfolio of
agriculture to M. Viger, a new man.
M. Tirard retains the portfolio officer
and M. Bourgeois, whose probing pol-
icy in the Panama matter caused much
dissntion in the last cabinet, still
holds the more important office of jus-- t

ce. M. iHipoy remains m mister of
the instructions. M. Sarrien, formerly
minister of commerce, has leen sup-
planted by M. Sigried. He was asso-
ciated with the notorious Cornelius
Herz and although he denied before
tho Panama commission that he had
not seen Herz ftincc lS$-- , he fell under
the ban as did Uouvier ami IMVcy-cinc- t.

THIS IS DIFFERENT.

Leo Simply Wants to Know What
Bishop Think.

WAsniNGTON.Jan. 10. The important
controversy op the Catholic and public
school queetion has aeeumed a new and
m st interestirg phase. The fact can
be stated ou authority that the Pope,
through his ablegate, Archbishop fca-to- lli,

has taken the Catnolic bishops of
the United States into consultation on
the question. Some inkling of this
came in an accurate difpatch from
Home yesterday, whicn said: "Tbe
Pope has sent a letter directing the
American episcopal to carefully exam-ia- e

and consider the fourteen proposi-
tions submitted , at the conference of
the e,rchbi8Uofi at the meeting in New
York iu November last to Archbishop
Satolli. and make whatever corrections
they may deem advisable and forward
them to Koine." As the wording of
this dispatch and the deductions drawn
from it gave an erroneous impression,
and as ecclesiastical secrecy has been
broken by the publication, this author-itiv- e

statement is made: -

"Tho papal delegate, by order of the
holy fattier, has sent out an important
notice to the archbishops to be com-
municated by. them to the bishops of
the United States. It is a mandate
from the people, that each bishop shall
remit, in a sealed letter, mailed to the
Pope either directly or through the in
termcdiary of the legate, his conscien-
tious opinion of the proposition on the
school question, which Archbishop Sa-tol- li

brought before the New York e

of arcnbishops in November
last.

It will be noted that this announce-
ment differs very materially from the,
cable dispatch. The bishops are not
asked to mggest any conmctions, hut
simply to give their conscientious op:n.
ions of the propositions as a whole.
Tho mandate does not state or oven
suggest that there is a like ihocd of
the Pope changing his views on this
question. The question being onn of
practical expediency rather thau of
of doctrine, ho has thought proper to
consult the bishops tuxm it before is-

suing the document, which, it h an-

nounced, he will give out to terminate
this question.
